The National Candy Co., which 
has three factories here, and is one 
of the largest consumers of sugar, 
received a carload Thursday and is 
expecting more. I*. D. Seward, the 
buyer, said they managed to have 
enough on hand to keep running. He 
declined to say how much that was. 
There are 150 to 250 barrels in a 
car, and 325 pounds toa barrel. 

Blanke-Wenneker Candy Co. 
doesn’t need any sugar at this time, 
because it has between 300 and 400 
barrels on hand, having received a 
oarload last week. This will be 
enough to last until Dec. 10, when 
production is discontinued until the 
first of the year, officials said. The 
company uses 125 to 175 barrels a 
week. 

The Orange Whistle Co., which 
uses 10: barrels or.3250 pounds of 
sugar a day, has a five-days’ supply 
on hand, the manager said, and ex- 
pects more when that is gone. The 
company received a carload Monday. 

Could Get Only Five Sacks 

Some difficulty in getting the nor- 
mal amount has been experienced by 
the Tip Top Bottling Co., which was 
able to get only five sacks yesterday, 
the buyer said.

F all the books that have been 
QC written about America in the 

war, none of them has quite the 
flavor and spirit of the A. E. F. that 
are found in the book of drawings by 
Cr LeRoy Baldridge, published under 
the title, “I Was There: With the 
Yanks in France.”

He enlisted with 
the French army in 1917 and had 
seen a year’s service as driver of a 
French ammunition truck before the 
American army began operations in 
the war zone. Early in 1918, he 
was taken over by Gen. Pershing’s 
forces and was assigned to duty be-

drawings, he was sent into every of- 
fensive with the ‘U. 8. army from 
Chateau-Thierry on to the Rhine. He 
entered the army as a private and 
he romained a private throughout the 
war, a fact of which he is proud.

DMITTING that he wrote it in 
A tr midst of a reaction from 

the solemn strain of compos- 
ing the 10 volumes of “Jean Chris- 
tophe,”” Romaine Rolland has given 
us a surprising creation—surprising 
to himself as well as to his readers, 
he confesses, in a jolly tale of old 
Burgundy in his native France, timed 
some 300 years ago. It is called 
“Colas Breugnon.” A preface shows 
that it was written and ready for 
publication in 1914 when the world 
war broke. <A second preface tells 
how, with the war ended and Colas 
Breugnon’s descendants having ex- 
perienced nearly five years of fire 
and sword and coming forth heroes 
as great as any France ever pro- 
duced, the manuscript was brought 
forth from storage to be given to the 
world. 

It is a narrative of the life of the 
French peasant of 300 years ago, end 
a happy life it was, a life of simplic- 
ity and contentment so delightfully 


pictured as to make us all envious 


of Colas and his compeers, even 
though they are dead these hund-eds 
of years. 


Colas, a woodcarver by avocation, 
also is a poet and a dreamer, in that 


aa. 


he sees the visions that are vouch- 
safed only to poets and dreamers. 
His store of humor and philosophy 
is inexhaustible. He counts himself 
rich, too, for he _ writes, “I own a 
house, a wife, four boys and a gir! 
(thank God, she is married), 18 
grandchildren, a gray donkey, a dog, 
six hens and a pig.”” Some of his 
philosophy is as pertinent now as it 
was then. For instance: 

I see all sorts of useless grum- 
blers around me; they say I have 
picked out a queer time to shout 
in, that we are in a sad state 
now; but no state is sad, there 
are only dreary people, and I am 
not one of them, the Lord be 
praised! ® *® *® The future is 
yours, my sons—but I like it bet- 
ter where'I am, it is safer on the 
whole, and how can I be sure 
that wine will be as good in four 


centuries from now? °* ® 
Blessed be the day when I saw 
the light! How many glorious 


things there are on this round 

ball, things which smile at you, 

and taste sweet. Life is good, by 
the Lord! I always hunger for 

more, no matter how much I 

stuff myself. I give you my 

word, my mouth fairly waters be- 
fore the feast spread for ne by 
the earth and the sun. 

In the later years of his life, mis- 
fortunes overtake Colas, the plague 
works havoc in his family, his good 
wife dies and his beloved grand- 
daughter is brought near to the 
grave. But his optimism still pre- 
vails: 

The only fault I have to find 
with this good life of ours is ,that 


it is too short. I don't feel as if 
I had had my money’s worth, and, 


though I may be told that to be 
satisfied with what has fallen to 
my lot, I can only say that 


should like to have more, a sac- 
ona slice ofécake, if I could set 
it without making too much fuss. 
Very different from “Jean Chris- 


tophe” is “Colas Breugnon.” One 
is full of laughter as the other of 
tragedy. Speaking of the spirit of 
reaction in which he wrote “Colas 
Breugnon,” Rolland says: “I felt 
the absolute need of something gay, 
in the true Gallic spirit.”". He was 
making his first visit in many years 
to his dear old Burgundy, and it 
“roused all the Colas Bruegnons un- 
der my skin so that I was forced to 
speak for them.’’ The story has been 
very effectively translated by Kath- 
erine Miller. (Henry Holt & Co.) 


“PARIS OF THE NOVELISTS.” 
LITERARY guide book that

HERGESHEIMER’S NEW NOVEL. | 


W ITH a plot purely psychologi- | 


cal in its development and 

without dramatic situation or | 
appeal, yet “Linda Condon,” Joseph | 
Hergesheimer’s new novel, holds the! 
interest of the reader fo the end be- | 
cause of the extraordinary revela- 
tions of the soul of the woman who |} 
is its central figure. Hergesheimer | 
has achieved the artistic triumph of 
creating a girl who wins our sincere 
sympathy and pity though under or- 
dinary conditions her coldness and 
selfishness, her outward indifference 
to life itself, her apparent lack of | 
generosity and of capacity to inspire 
confidence and affection, would 
make her unlovely and unattractive. 
We pity her and sympathize with her 
because she has been the victim of 
circumstance from childhgod. As we 
see her, she is wholly the creature of 
environment, and we not only forget 
and forgive what would make her 
repulsive if she were to biame but 
See her in a light that accentuates 
her loveliness, albeit of a boreal 
quality. 

Almost from babyhood, her won- 
derfully blond and beautiful mother 
has drilled into her the belief that 
the beauty of her body is the only 
thing in the world worth considering. 
The function of beauty In women is 
to attract’ men and the greatest 
achievement to which a woman can 
aspire is to marry a man who is able 
to give her all the money she -needs 
to gratify all her whims. Linda had 
no schooling beyond this. She led a 
nomadic life with her mother gad- 
ding from northern to southern ho- 
tels and back again with the seasons 
Beyond the nursing of her beauty, 
her mother was not a particular per- 
s0n. She drank too much and she 
was a bit promiscuous in the choice 
of her male associates. She got her- 
self talked about by hotel cats who 
sat about the lobbies and envied her 
the good time she was having and 
which was denied to them because of 
certain cohventional restraints they 
were afraid to defy. It was no won- 
der that Linda grew up in selfishness 
and ignorance of the finer aspira- 
tions of womanhood. She becomes 
a wonderfully beautiful ‘creature 
with a dwarfed soul, worshiping 
her own body and caring deeply for 
nothing else in the world. 

Hergesheimer permits her to rise 
near to the heights of love, almost to 
feel the tender passion, with a sculp- 
But 
her training rescues her: before the | 
attachment culminates in marriage 
and she weds a rich man, her cousin, 
20 years older than she, whom 
she does not love, a perfectly 
orthodox union in the light of her 
maternal instruction though it hap- 
pens that her mother does not ap- 
prove the particular man for family 
reasons. So she becomes to DoAige 
Pleydon, the sculptor, merely a 
happy memory that develops into ar 
inspiration that moves him to his 
4 est work. Perhaps, if she had 
marfMed Pleydon instead of Arni'id 
Hallett, she might have known what 
it was eventually to love. But she 
never loved Hallett though she bore 
him two lovely children. Always she 
felt ihat she had treated Pleydwon 
shabbily and, in time, this became 
such an obsession that we are treated 
to the extraordinary spectacle of 
Linda, after her own children are 
married and she realizes finally that 
age is creeping upon her, and pufting 
wrinkles into her beautiful body of 
her deliberately leaving her own 
home and going to Pleydon to live 
openly with him. But on her arrival, 
she finds that she has, indeed, be- 
come to him a dream and a memory 
which,bar any reality of association. 
Back to her home she goes to re- 
sume her association with Arnand 
Hallett, whom she disturbs in the 
midst of a harrowing dream that she 
has been about to leave him. This is 
the only time she wavers in her loy- 
alty to her husband. 

So cleverly has Mr. Hergesheimer 
constructed his story that we read 
more in sorrow than in anger of 
Linda’s impending desertion of Ar- 
naud, who has been kindness itself to 
her. We pity instead of censuring 
her. (Alfred A. Kopf.) 
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BARBUSSE’S “LIGHT.” 


T never will be known to what ex- 
Tien Henri Barbusse’s ‘Under 

Fire,” one of the most hideous 
pictures of war ever drawn, con- 
' tributed to the lowering morale of 
(the French army which the advance 
couriers of the American forces re- 
ported in the latter part of 1917 and 
the early months of 1918, but no 
one would fail to put a very consid- 
erable estimate upon it. We will 
assume that that was not the pur- 
pose of it but merely an incident 
and that the author was merely 


‘faithful to his sense of realism in 


writing a story of the war. But the 
undoubted fact is that ‘‘Under Fire” 
was used everywhere in the entente 
countriés as pacifist and anti-war } 
propaganda. But, in considering | 
“Light,” Barbusse’s latest story, there . 


can be no doubt that the author has | 


ihtended to freight it with his own 
political views and the latter part 
of it is devoted to a preachment of 
the poisonous doctrine of interna- 
tionalism and the advocacy of a uni- 
versal republic. 

The first third of the book is the 


story of the love affairs of Simon 
Paulin, the hero, told in the first 
person. These are shockingly frank, 


life with Simon being just one li- 


centious episode after another. The 
most astounding thing about Simon 
Paulin is that he is represented as 
the average Frenchman and his ex- 
periences as likely to be those every 
average Frenchman encounters. Si- 
mon’s descriptions of his illicit love 
adventures is done with 
cleverness and in shameless detail. 


Then comes the war and Simon’s ex- | 


periences in the trenches occupy 
many pages. This is done in the 
same vein. that readers of 
Fire” found sy harrowing. After he 
is wounded, the story is metamor- 
phised into a sovialistic and inter- 
national preachment.

It is the fearless independence and intpartia] edi- 
torial and news policies of a newspaper which gain 
public confidence and support and thus make it a 
valuable advertising medium. Whea it loses these 
qualities {it loses public confidence and support. It 
loses circulation. It loses its advertising value, It 
becomes worthless to either its owners or its ad- 
vertisers. 
Advertisers, therefore, who controlled journals 
through business would merely succeed in stripping 
the controlled journals of the qualities which gave 
them strength, influence and circulation—advertising 
value. 
The exposure of press contro] by advertisers on 
behalf of certain policies would probably destroy the 
very ends the advertisers wanted to gain. The cor- 
rupting of the press would be taken as a proof of the 
unsoundness of the policy. 
The life of journalism is not advertising, but pub- 
lic confidence and support. The breath of its life is 
} public service. : 
Advertising is an incident of sound journalism. By 
reason of success won by wise, independent direction 
@ newspaper becomes a profitable medium of adver- 
tising. The advertisers merely use the value ac- 
quired by good journalism. 
We do not speak of the deadly effect of business 
control of policies upon the press as a useful factor in 
society, government and civilization—that is too ob- 
vious for discussion. 
All that we have said about journalism and its 
control by special interests for special purposes, re- 
gardiess of public welfare, is recognized by intelli- 
gent men as truisms. They are journalistic maxims, 
but it is sometimes necessary to repeat them in order 
to protect the unthinking from the shafts of ig- 
norance and folly. 
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IMMUNITIES OF 2.75 PER CENT BREWS. 
Some very sound views on the relations of state 
and general governments are embodied in Federal 
Judge Pollock’s order restraining the enforcement of 
the war-time prohibition and enforcement acts in 
this district, as far as those acts affect the sale of 
beer with 2.75 per cent of alcoholic content. 
They have interest as coming from the Federal 
bench and permanency because there is always an 
ultimate return to the general principles on which 
they are based, no matter how far they may be devi- 
ated frdm in temporary interruptions of their force. 
The order also directs attention to a legal anomaly 
not entirely without an amusing phase, a point where 
two lines of solemn logic seem to meet in violent 
head-on collision. In passing both acts Congress 
assumed that the period during which it was author- 
ized to exercise extraordinary war powers was still in 
existence and would remain in existence until] for- 
mally terminated. But this period was also the very 
one during which the Constitution, a higher author- 
ity than that of Congress, the source, in fact, from 
which Congress derives its powers, was amended so 
as to provide for permanent prohibition. , And in that 
amendment it was stipulated that prohibition should 
not take effect for one year from the date of its 
adoption. The Constitution, amended in full cogni- 
zance of the war condition under which Congress pre- 
sumed to act, ignored that condition as a reason for 
suspending prohibition. 

However, none-of these points, Instrtctively set 
forth in the valuable opinion, {s made the basis for 
the issue of the writ. That basis is the even broader 
one found in the sentence, “The beverages (2.75 per 
cent brews) are in no just or true sense intoxicating 
or baneful in their effects.”

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THE COAL OPERATORS’ WAGE OFFER. 

The coal operators have offered a 20 per cent wage 
increase to the miners, but they do not expect to pay 
it out of their own pockets. They frankly state they 
will take this money out of the public’s pocket. This 
proposed wage advance, we are informed, will add 
$175,000,000 yearly to the public’s coal bill. To the 
individual consumer it will mean an increase in the 
cost of coal of from 35 to 40 cents a ton. Just how 
they figure that has not been told. 
Under the pressure of present circumstances the) 
public may not demand a full, detailed statement 
showing the effect of a wage increase on the cost of 
producing coal. But the public will demand such 
an accounting in due time. The bald announcement 
of the operators as to an arbitrary increase of 35 to 
40 cents in the price of coal, because of a 20 per cent 
wage advance, is not satisfactory. It is not a simple 
proposition in arithmetic, as the operators’ statement 
would have us believe. For example, if a crew, say, 
in Mine A, produced twice as much coal as the same 
number of men in Mine B, and both crews received 
the same wage, a flat increase of 20 per cent in the 
wages of both crews would not result in the same 
per-ton increase in producing costs. Obviously, the. 
per-ton increase in the producing costs of Mine A 
would be only one-half that of Mine B. 
Further, the practice of passing every additional 
cost to the consumer must sooner or later come to a 
halt. It must give way to the practice of reducing 
profits. The coai operators would render a valuable 
public service by introducing that custom right now. 
In any event, it is a policy that business must estab- 
lish soon, either voluntarily or under compulsion. 
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CORRELATING LOCAL MUSICAL INTERESTS. 
Many local organizations of different sorts but all 
having some relation to musical progress are drawn 
together in one general body through the formation 
of the new Civic Music Association. One of its de- 
clared objects is “To educate the people of St. Louis 
to appreciate good music.’”’ Education in that line 
has been going on for a good many years now. It has 
gained some gratifying results. When it has been 
carried to a point where a substantial percentage of 
the people have come under its influence, attainment 
of the other objects of the association will be easy, 
will become almost automatic. We shall have our 
special facilities for giving encouragement to young 
persons of conceded talent.

Aren't we getting to be something of a vain- 
giorious cock in the world? Comment from 
other countries upon the failure of the peace 
treaty at Washington indicates that some such 
feeling is rising, and we cannot wonder.

This 
country insisted on something different. It 
nad to put its interpretation upon what had 
been agreed upon at Paris, and when it at- 
tempted to do that it became involved in a 
mess out of which we cannot say how we are 
to extricate ourselves.

Gone will inevitably cause Latin-American 
countries to regard us as being hostile to their 
aspirations for peace.

Under direction of Mrs. Jane 8. 
McKimmon, State Home Demonstra- 
tion Agent, various mechods of sav- 
ing material, time, labor and money 
was thoroughly explained. The home 
dressmaking booth showed methods 
of remodeling garments and the re- 
sults obtained in turning old suita 
and dresses into attractive garments. 

The millinery booth showed the 
possibility of every woman becoming 
her own milliner, with demonstra- 
tions of producing simple hats at a 
cost of from 50 centg to $1 each. It 
is claimed that a goodly portion of 
the women of North Carolina now 
are wearing attractive home-made 
hats as a result of teaching along 
this line.
